8r. Louis, March 19.— At 8 J» Friday 
morning fire started in the upper floor 
of the Liggett & Myers’ tobaooo factory, 
and in quick succession, one, two and 
three alarms were sounded, followed by 
s general alarm, which brought nearly 
every Are engine iu the city to tho 
scene. Tho factory is seven stories in 
height, and occupies ths square 
bounded by Twelfth, St. Chariot and 
Thirteenth streets. 

At the time tbs blazo was discovered 
the factory was filled with about 800 
employes, including many women and 
yonng girls. The building was well 
equipped with fire Moaa*ii uml stair- 
ways, and these were soon swarming 
with nn excited muss of humanity. 

The male employes showed remark- 
able ooolneaH and rendered tnvalnble as- 
sistance to the women in descending the 
fire escapes, stairways and hastily im- 
provised ladders. Some of the women 
were overcome with fear and fainted, 
while manr others were blinded by tho 
heavy smoke which qnickly filled tho 
upper floors of the immense building.

Happily, this was not true, and with the 
exception of alight bruises, no one was 
Injured. 

Owing to the highly inflamablo char- 
acter of the umteri id which it fed upon, 
the fire spread with rapidity ami in less 
than fifteen minutes tho entire seventh 
story was a mass of soothing Humes 
which went fanned by a brisk wind 
across an alley, and threatened to destroy 
the large tobacco storage warehouse ad- 
joining, which contained thousand* of 
tons of prf]«ral tobacco. Despite tho 
hard work of tho fire brigade the flames 
worked down through tho seventh, sixth, 
fifth snd fourth floors of the bnilJtug, 
and although nearly fifty huge streams 
of water were being poured into tb« 
biasing structure, it seemed for a time 
that the factory was doomed to destruc- 
tion. 

The firemen were retarded in their 
work by ths dense volumes of pungent 
smoke snd intense heat caused by the 
saturated tot«cco. After two hours 
hard work the firemen succeeded in 
gaining control of the blaze and confin- 
ing It to the four upper floors. 

Tho loss can not be given as yet. but 
It is believed it will fnfly reach MOO, 000. 
The fire is as J to have started in ths 
curing room on the ton flour of the 
bnildtng, and was probably caused by 
spontaneous combustion.
